Approval Unlikely 
Unless Foolproof 
Inspection Is Made 


WASHINGTON U^-President Ei­ 
senhower’s proposal for an inter­ 
national sharing of atomic energy 
knowledge and materials for non­ 
military 
uses 
was 
cheered 
by 
many lawmakers today as a bold 
stroke for peace. 
But at the same time doubts 
were voiced that Congress would 
give its approval 
for any con­ 
tributions 
to 
a 
United 
Nations 
atomic agency unless there was 
advance agreement on 
foolproof 
international 
inspection 
within 
participating nations. 
Sen. Edwin C. Johnson (D-Colo>, 
a 
member of 
the Senate-House 
Atomic 
Energy Committee, 
said 
in an interview he doubts the U N. 
is in any position to exercise nec­ 
essary controls over atomic energy 
information. He said the U.N. cer­ 
tainly couldn’t be counted upon to 
prevent or control atomic warfare. 
Sen. Knowland of California. Re­ 
publican floor leader and also a 
m e m b e r of the Senate-House 
atomic com mittee, said he fears 
the President’s proposal would be 
workable only if “full safeguards 
are established to make certain 
that we are not converting from 
weapions to power plants while the 
Soviet Union was busily engaged 
in stockpiling weapons.”

a far-reaching proposal. He said

School Board 
Bans Audience 
From Session 


Crowd Of 23 Angered 
At ‘Private' Meeting 
On Lisbon Principal 


LISBON — A contingent of 25 
teachers and townspeople, expect­ 
ing to hear the resignation of a 
principal, were angered when bar­ 
red from a meeting of the Lisbon 
Board of Education Tuesday night. 
At a private session, Mrs. Vic­ 
toria Hum. principal at L i n c o I n 
School, presented her resignation 
to the board, following a disagree­ 
ment over her duties. 
After an hour of the “private” 
meeting, Robert Williams, a boarc 
member, told the group waiting in 
the school hall, “We have decided 
to reject Mrs. Hum’s resignation.” 
“ We will meet with her again in 
several days,” he added. 
Williams, when queried about the 
closed meeting, replied the board 
has the privilege to meet private­ 
ly, providing no official action is 
taken. 
He said the principal was given 
time to reconsider her intention to 
quit. 
Mrs. Hum. principal here for 15 
years and a teacher for 26 years, 
said before the meeting, “ I have 
decided I do not wish to continue 
in my position under present con­ 
ditions and under the present ad­ 
ministration.” 
The friction apparently a r o s e 
when Mrs. Hum, who does not in­ 
struct classes, was asked by Supt. 
V. J. Ullman to substitute for sev­ 
eral teachers whose schedules are 
crowded. 
She refused, it was said, and 
the board informed her by letter 
that her contract would end June 
1954 unless she acceded to the re­ 
quest to teach. She then proffered 
her resignation. 
Mrs. Hum has been absent for 
three days. 
A board spokesman said. “We 
will have no further comment until 
Mrs. Hum m eets with us to render 
her decision.” 
The school principal, who attend­ 
ed Kent State University and grad­ 
uated in education at Youngstown 
College, was unavailable for com­ 
ment this morning. 
The private meeting followed an 
op>en session of the board at which 
a request for a $100 annual salary 
increase for teachers was t a k e n 
under advisement. 
Norman Broscoe. president of the 
Lisbon Teachers’ Association, ask­ 
ed the pay boost, and that addi­ 
tional teachers be hired. 
He said the ration of teachers 
to pupils is “out of proportion.” 
William Ashton, president of the 
board, told the teachers. “Physical 
facilities at present compel us to 
maintain a heavier load per teach­ 
er; the only solution is another 
building which is impossible nowr.” 
The board requested the delega­ 
tion to prepare 
specific recom­ 
mendations 
and submit them at 
a special meeting.

tor. 
This government employed a 2‘X>- 
word note, moderately phrased, to 
reply to the 2.OOO-word message 
from Moscow proposing the early 
Berlin meeting of the Big Four 
foreign ministers.

Schreckengost continued. “ Foreign 
manufacturers, aided by their gov­ 
ernments, are developing sound de­ 
sign programs through the use of 
American designers as well as im­ 
proving the quality of their pro­ 
ducts,” he added. 
“Design will play an even great­ 
er part in next year’s business,” 
Schreckengost predicted. “T h e r e 
will be an accent on restrained 
enrichment of decoration which 
will relieve the starkness of some 
of the present contemporary styl­ 
ing,” he added. 
“I believe the dinnerware of the 
future will have to stand a more 
discriminating appearance t e s t 
since the buying public is becom­ 
ing better informed and more se­ 
lective,” Schreckengost continued. 
The fact that 1.050.000 new homes 
were built in the U.S. in 1953 and 
an estimated 1,000,000 more will go 
up in 1954 means market oppor­ 
tunities for the dinnerware indus­ 
try, Schreckengost pointed out 
In addition, many modern homes 
are built without dining rooms, but 
with “glamorized” kitchens, a n d 
there is a widespread trend to out­ 
door living on courts and terraces, 
judging from sales of lawn furni­ 
ture, he added. 
“Construction of 1,000,000 n e w 
homes can mean the discarding of 
outmoded and inherited furnish­ 
ings,” he said. “ It can mean per-j 
haps 1,000,000 or more new sets of 
dinnerware to suit the new decor 
of those homes. The stress of the 
contemporary style will emphasize 
further the casual, plus a freer 
approach to the traditional.” 
Schreckengost quoted a survey 
of consumer preference made by a 
national magazine that showed of 
1.300 persons questioned 49 per cent 
preferred earthenware for every­ 
day use, as against 68 per cent 
that preferred plastic.

owned china and 66 had earthen-;

Another check showed that 63 per 
cent ranked design first when de­ 
ciding on a dinnerware purchase, 
while 36 per cent made practicality 
the top criterion, he said. 
Schreckengost had more to say 
about the competition. 
“The plastics industry made fur­ 
ther inroads into the dinnerware 
field,” he said. “During the year, 
there was an evident increase in 
the number of companies entering 
the field, as well as a sizeable 
rise in the dollar volume of busi­ 
ness. 
“ Almost every issue of the popu­ 
lar home magazines carries a new 
line of plastic dinnerware and fre­ 
quently these products are made 
by completely new firms,” he con­ 
tinued. 
“A year ago, a directory listing 
showed eight plastic dinnerware 
manufacturers.” he said. "How­ 
ever, today’s directory lists 20- 
two and a half times last year’s 
number.” 
Then he turned to another new 
competitor. 
“ In the last few months, we also 
saw a more formidable bid for

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Test Of A Republic 


The opening argum ents before the U S. Sup- 
prcm e Court on the school segregation cases 
this week brought the issue into clear focus. 
AU further argum ents will be an attem pt to 
hold it in clear focus while m em bers of the 
highest court are given the evidence on which 
their decisions will be m ade. 


This method of settling grave issues is at 
once the highest triumph and the severest test 
of popular governm ent. A m istake on the part 
of the Suprem e Court or on the part of the 
sovereign people in the segregation cases could 
do as much dam age as the tragic fumble in 
the Dred Scott case a century ago. 
No one close to the governm ent underesti­ 
m ates the vital im portance of the segregation 
cases. No one w'ho believes in the American 
dream underestim ates their im portance. 
Without prejudging the cases, Am ericans can 
hope that the judicial decision which finally is 
m ade will 
strike a 
proper balance between 
what is and what should be. 
The United States cannot be transplanted from 
the past into the future without going through 
the realities of the present. The Suprem e Court 
is responsible for an orderly transition based 
on constitutional law. 
It is responsible for striking a balance be­ 
tw een 
conflicting 
points of view which 
are 
neither all right nor all wrong. 
It is responsible for rendering a judgm ent 
which 
reasonable men can 
support—a 
judg­ 
m ent on which men of good will can com e to 
a com prom ise. 
Several 
months 
w’ill 
be 
required 
for 
the 
Suprem e Court to hear all the argum ents in 
these cases and to m ake its decision. During 
this tim e every Am erican aware of the im ­ 
portance of the decision would do well to pre­ 
pare his owm mind for the m ost critical of all 
tests of a republic’s right to endure—ability to 
settle a violent controversy without violence. 


No Peace In Korea 


There will be no Korean peace conference, 
barring a diplom atic m iracle which no one 
expects. The negotiations at Panm unjom have 
reached a deadlock. 
Even if a conference w ere to com e unex­ 
pectedly from the negotiations, it would take 
a m iracle to get a peace treaty out of the 
irreconcilable differences between the two sides 
in the Korean war. 
The question then is whether these differences 
will erupt in a resumption of violent warfare 
or w he tiler they can be held in the sam e pre­ 
carious balance they have been held in since 
July 26. when the truce began. 
The North Koreans and Chinese have con­ 
ceded nothing. They have shown their contem pt 
of peace by their conduct in the negotiations 
to set up a peace conference 
They have no 
interest in a peace treaty. 
Whether they are perm itted by a stalem ate 
to exert continuous pressure on South Korea 
bv trade and propaganda, or whether som e 
overt 
m ilitary 
m ove 
by South 
Korea 
gives 
them an excuse to overrun it. they have every­ 
thing to gain and nothing to lose bv refusing to 
tie their hands. 
They 
rem em ber 
that 
President 
Svngm an 
Rhee said last July that he expected the worst. 
“ I have opposed the signing of the truce.” he 
said, “ because of m y conviction that it w i l l 
prove to be the prelude to m ore war, not less; 
to m ore suffering and ruin; to further Com­ 
munist advances by war and by subversion.” 
The United States has 
no 
illusions 
about 
bringing real peace to Korea. It lost them dur­ 
ing three years and thirty-two days of bitter 
fighting. 


Master Of The Unexpected 


While politicians and people who m ake a 
business of expanding what politicians are do­ 
ing are figuring the angles on Gov. Lausche's 
announcem ent that he will be a candidate for 
a fifth-term nomination next M ay, there is one 
fact about Frank Lausche that needs no figur­ 
ing. 
He is a m aster of the unexpected in politics. 
It is the secret of his political personality — a 
secret worth knowing since he is serving an 
unprecedented fourth term in the Ohio gover­ 
norship and thinks he can stretch it to five. 
Lausche w as in danger of getting into a rut 
by waiting until the last m inute to announce 
his political decisions. He had done this so 
m any tim es it had becom e a Lausche character­ 
istic. 
So this tim e he created a sensation by being 
the first to announce, instead of the last. The 
result: What a great m any Ohioans were sure 
he w as going to do anyw ay and what would 
have been no surprise when it w as done be­ 
cam e a surprise because it w as done unexpect­ 
edly.

business, they call this “ tim ing.” 
There is no special nam e fcr it in politics, but 
the essence of the political art is to keep the 
public talking. No one knows how to do it 
belter than Gov. Lausche.

You probably have read a n d 
heard a great deal of discussion 
on public education. Each year, 
more and more books and maga­ 
zine articles are published which 
attack current educational prac­ 
tices and theories. 
No doubt some of these attacks 
are motivated by malice, by a de­ 
sire to reduce taxes, or by ignor­ 
ance of what is actually going on 
in the schools. Yet we cannot safe­ 
ly assume that all are. 
It seems to me that the most 
helpful book, presenting the issues 
j as they really are, is the current 
| one, “Let’s Talk Sense About Our 


I Schools,’* by Professor Paul Wood- 
ring. Western Washington College 
of Education (McGraw-Hill). It is 
written clearly, and is easily un­ 
derstandable to the layman. 


THE author points out that many 
honest and well-informed critics 
are saying first that while the pub­ 
lic schools in our democracy ought 
to belong to the people, the people 
have had less and less to say about 
our basic educational policies; and 
second, that the philosophy which 
underlies our present public edu­ 
cation is not acceptable to a large 
number of our citizens. 
Asserting that what is taught 
should be the responsibility of the 
people, but that how it is taught 
should be the province of teachers,. 
Professor Woodring offers an ob­ 
jective analysis of John Dewey’s 
influence on our schools. 
The author notes that D e w e y 
never advocated some of the ex­ 
tremes of progressive education,1 
I but rather condemned s o m e of 
them. 
The author warns that there re­ 
mains a problem for the public to 
agree on what are fundamentals— 
not just the three Rs. or these 
studies plus a winning football 
team. 
Though he raises more questions 
than he answers, he does take a 
stand on a number of controversial 
issues. Professor Woodring sum­ 
marizes the basic viewpoints of pro­ 
gressive education, stating his own 
against each. 
To digest a few: 
To the belief that the curric­ 
ulum should be based on the in­ 
terests of the c h i l d , Woodring 
says, “The immediate interests of 
young children are not a reliable 
guide.” 
Education is not preparation for 
life; education is life. Woodring 
says education is both. 


EDUCATION is a social process. 
Woodring: Some education is so- 
cial, some is individual, involving 
periods of quiet contemplation. 
Schools have placed to o much 
emphasis on discipline, harmful to 
mental health. Woodring: Not harsh 


discipline, but discipline for desir­ 
able conduct and effective action 
usually contributes to m e n t a l 
health. 
Schools should eliminate compe­ 
tition. Woodring: Why not prepare 
our children to live in a competi­ 
tive society? 
I wish you would read this book 
carefully, and then arrive at your 
own conclusions.

Non-Partisan Filing Deadline 
Returns To August In New Law 


Non-partisan candidates for posts 
in townships, school districts and 
villages under 2,000 population will 
return to their traditional election 
filing deadline in August under a 
new state law that takes effect 
Jan. I. 
That’* one of the significant 
changes in Ohio election laws dis­ 


cussed at a weekend meeting in 
Columbus attended by three rep­ 
resentatives 
of 
the 
Columbiana 
County Election Board. They were 
T. Emerson Smith of Salem, Don 
Gosney of Columbiana, and Frank 
R. O’Hanlon of East Liverpool, 
.clerk, who returned from the meet­ 
ing today. 


For many years, the so-called 
non-partisans were not required to 
file until August, since they were 
not involved in the party primar­ 
ies conducted by larger cities and 
villages. 
Another change in the law ad­ 
vanced their filing deadline to Feb­ 
ruary, but it was effective only 
for the 1953 elections. Independent 
candidates for the general election 
will continue to file in February. 
Another major change fixes a 
uniform filing deadline for all tax 
I levies and bond issues for the gen- 


?ral election It is set at 90 days 
jefore the election, compared with 
various deadlines in the former 
aw that permitted filing of some 
bond issues as late as 25 days be- 
ore. 
Most of the special questions 
and issues were not filed at the 
Lime the board issued a call for 
printers’ bids on ballots, so it had 
no idea of the exact requirements. 
O’Hanlon pointed out. 
Feb. 3 is the filing deadline for 
the 1953 May primaries and tinder 
the new law all papers must be 


it the board s office by 4 p. rn. 
The former law fixed the deadline 
hour at 6 30 p. rn. 
Laws affecting absentee and dis­ 
abled voters* ballots also w e r e 
changed. 
A c i v i l i a n living outside the

make the requests. Previously, the 
applications could not be accept­ 
ed until 30 days before the elec­ 
tion. a deadline that still stands for 


an absentee anywhere in the V S 
The new law also allows an op­ 
tional method of handling disabled 
voters’ ballots It permits an Elec­ 
tion Board to designate two mem­ 
bers of its staff—a Republican and 
a Democrat—to distribute and re­ 
turn the ballots. O’Hanlon said It 
apparently is aimed at eliminating 
the possibility of fraud in handling 
the ballots, he said

U.S. Moves To Head 
O ff Stoppage Of 
Office Employe* 


WASHINGTON JP - Government 
officials today try to decide how 
they might head off a "serious” 
strike threatened by 1.000 AFL of­ 
fice workers at the Atomic Ener­ 
gy installation near Portsmouth. 
Ohio. 
A meeting was called among 
representatives of the Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission, the AEC’s la- 
bor-management panel, and the 
Federal Mediation Service. 
Members of Local 308. AFL Of­ 
fice Employes International Union, 
have empowered their leaders to 
call a strike against Peter Kiewit 
Sons' Co. if their wage demands 
are not met. 
Kiewit is the prime construction 
contractor at the Ohio project now 
being erected. 
Among other things, the work­ 
ers say they should get the $2-a- 
day travel allowance allowed con­ 
struction workers there. They meet 
tonight in Portsmouth to consider 
a strike date. 
One of the topics under discus­ 
sion at today’s meeting here, said 
John Dietz, executive secretary of 
the AEC’s labor-management pan­ 
el. will be whether the panel should 
take over the case. 
This is done, he told a reporter, 
only if all other efforts at collec­ 
tive bargaining fail. 
Robert Davis, chief labor rela­ 
tions director of the AEC. said the 
commission regarded the strike 
threat as “serious” despite the 
“very good” labor situation at the 
Ohio plant to date. 
The only other strike of any con­ 
sequence, he said. was by 300 AFL 
carpenters last spring. 
J. 
Howard 
Hicks, 
secretary- 
treasurer of the union’s interna­ 
tional. told a reporter: 
“We’re having a hard time keep­ 
ing the people in line. They’ve been 
talking strike for weeks.” 
But he said that if today’s meet­ 
ing of government officials results 
in the AEC labor-management pan­ 
el entering the case, his union 
would do “ its best” to keep mem­ 
bers on the job. 
National leaders of the union, he 
continued, would not favor picket 
lines even if a strike is called, 
since this might result in a shut­ 
down of all construction at the 
plant. 
“ However, there is a 40-square 
mile area there,” he continued, 
“and it would be hArd to make 
sure there weren’t pickets set up 
at so many gates.”

To City Treasury 
Municipal Court paid the

treasury $3,150 out of its $3,909 
November revenue, a drop of $323 
from the city’s share of $3,473 of 
October income, it was shown to­ 
day in the monthly report of Clerk 
Harold L. Powell. 
Total court revenue was down 
$354 from the $4,263 recorded in 
the preceding month. In October, 
the court collected $3,241 and turn­ 
ed over $2,775 to the city. 
The city’s share of the revenue 
was made up of $460 in

from civil cases and $3,150 in fines,! 
costs and forfeitures in criminal 
cases.
